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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 14-20 and 25-27 are currently pending in the instant application. 
Applicants have cancelled claims14-16, 18, 19 and 25, added new claims 26 and 27 
and cancelled claims 21-24 in an amendment filed on December 3, 2007. 

I. Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendment, filed on December 3, 2007, has overcome the following 
rejection(s) and/or objection(s): the rejection of claims 12-20 and 25 under 35 USC 112, 
second paragraph as being incomplete; the objection of claims 19 and 25 for 
grammatical informalities; and the objection to the title. The above rejections and 
objections have been withdrawn. The objection to claims 12-20 and 25 as containing 
non-elected subject matter has been maintained. Applicant has added subject matter 
that was not originally in Applicant's election, filed on May 1 , 2007 and the added 
subject matter not included in the election is considered to be non-elected subject 
matter (i.e. R 5 and R 6 should not include heteroaryl or heterocyclic groups). 

II. Objections 

Claim Obiection-Non Elected Subject Matter 
Claims 14-18 and 25-27 are objected to as containing non-elected subject 
matter. To overcome this objection, Applicant should submit an amendment deleting 
the non-elected subject matter. 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 19, 25 and 27 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
period is not at the end of the claim but inside the table. Applicant needs to place the 
period at the end of claim 1 9 on the outside of the table. Each claim begins with a 
capital letter and ends with a period (MPEP 608.01 (m)). In claims 25 and 27, applicant 
either needs to delete the term "a" or "an" before "anti-cancer agents" or rewrite "anti- 
cancer agent" in singular form. In claim 19, there are letters in front of Compound No. 1 
and 12. Applicants need to delete the letters (B) or (A) and the semicolon that follows 
Appropriate correction is required. 

III. Conclusion
